MICHAEL  IV.  THE  PAPHLAGONIAN 

IN  THE  RIGHT  PLACE  AT  THE  RIGHT  TIME" 


Romanus  III  Argyrus  was  in  his 
sixties  when  be  became  a  Byzantine 
emperor  on  Nov. 12.  1028  A.D.  History 
tells  us  that  he  was  not  a  very  good 
emperor.  Not  being  a  soldier  was  also 
against  him.  Wars  were  fought  and 
won  by  his  troops,  but  his  generals 
got  all  the  glory.  Romanus  received 
none.  He  had  been  the  Eparch  of 
Constantinople  when  Emperor 
Constantine  VIII  was  placed  on  his 
deathbed.  Since  Constantine  had  no 
male  offsprings  to  succeed  him.  he 
chose  the  honorable.  learned, 
intelligent  Romanus  to  marry  his 
second  daughter.  Zoe.  (Eudocia,  the 
eldest,  joined  a  nunnery.)  Romanus 
was  already  married  and  had  been  for 
many  years,  but  Constantine's 
messengers  took  the  wife  off  and 
placed  her  in  a  nunnery.  This  left 
Romanus  free  to  marry  the  beautiful 
Zoe.  when  Constantine  VIII  died. 
Romanus  became  emperor  and  Zoe 
became  empress. 

The  young  Empress  soon  began 
looking  for  a  more  youthful  lover.  She 
chose  Michael  Paphlagonia.  who  was 
young  and  handsome.  Michael  was  a 
frequent  visitor  at  the  palace,  as  his 
brother  John,  was  the  palace  eunuch. 
Soon  everyone  at  the  palace  knew 
that  Zoe  was  entertaining  Michael  in 
her  rooms.  Everyone  but  Romanus. 

By  1034  A.D.,  Zoe  and  Michael  were 
plotting  to  murder  the  old  emperor 
and  it  should  come  as  no  surprise  that 


the  old  boy  was  found  floating  in  his 
pool  on  Good  Friday.  April  1 1  of  that 
year.  History  indicates  that  the 
emperor  had  been  showing  physical 
evidence  that  he  was  slowly  being 
poisoned.  His  whole  face  became 
swollen  and  grayish  in  color.  His 
breathing  was  fast;  he  had  to  rest 
frequently  and  almost  all  of  his  hair 
had  fallen  out.  It  has  been  written  that 
the  emperor  was  a  strong  swimmer  for 
a  man  his  age.  and  that  some  of  Zoe’s 
servants  held  his  head  under  water 
and  then  left  the  area.  Romanus  was 
left  alone  in  the  pool.  He  rose  to  the 
surface,  and  floated  for  a  time  before 
being  pulled  from  the  pool  by  another 
being  pulled  from  the  pool  by  other 
servants  passing  by  the  water 
Apparently  no  one  tried  to  revive  him. 
The  doctors  were  sent  for.  but  by  the 
time  they  arrived,  Romanus  had 
expired. 

Zoe  wasted  no  time  in  marrying 
Michael,  who  ascended  the  throne  as 
Emperor  Michael  IV,  the  Paphlagon- 
ian.  the  very  next  day 

While  Michael  suffered  from  grand 
mal  seizures  (severe  elieptic  fits),  it 
did  not  prevent  him  from  being  a 
brave  and  capable  emperor.  He  left 
the  administration  of  business  to  his 
brother.  John  the  Eunuch,  who  was 
cruel,  expecially  in  exorting  taxes. 
This  caused  a  rebellion  by  the  Slavs, 
but  it  was  put  down  by  Michael,  who 
personally  led  his  troops.  Total 
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exhaustion  from  the  fighting  and 
seizures  proved  to  be  too  much  for 
Michael,  and  he  became  ill  and  died 
soon  after  his  return  to  Constantin¬ 
ople  (Dec  10,  1041)  His  nephew. 
Michael  V  Calaphates.  succeeded  to 
the  throne,  but  he  lasted  less  than  six 
months.  Michael  V  was  tyranical.  He 
had  Theodora  (Zoe's  youngest  sister) 
put  away  in  a  convent,  when  she 
objected  to  his  ruling  of  the  empire. 
When  the  citizens  learned  of  this, 
they  found  Theodora  and  brought  her 
back  to  Constantinople.  Michael  V 
and  his  uncle.  John,  decided  to  leave 
and  left  the  city  by  sea.  Both  were 
located  by  the  citizens  and  punished 
by  being  blinded  with  hot  pokers. 

The  Empress  Zoe  and  her  younger 
sister.  Theodora,  ruled  jointly  from 
April  21  to  June  12,  1042  A.D..  when 
the  inept  women  were  succeeded  by 
Constantine  IX. 

My  coin  is  an  Anonymous  bronze 
coinage.  Class  C.  It  has  been  at¬ 
tributed  to  the  reign  of  Michael  IV. 
The  coin  is  listed  as  SEAR  #  1825  The 
obverse  has  "+  RMMA"  on  the  left, 
and  "NOVHA”  on  the  right,  with  a  half 
length  figure  of  Christ,  standing,  fac¬ 
ing.  wearing  a  numbus  cruciger, 
pallium  and  colobium.  raising  His 
right  hand  in  benediction.  In  His  left 
is  the  Book  of  Gospels.  At  His  right 
shoulder  are  the  letters  IC  and  XE  is  at 
the  left  shoulder  Translated: 
"-EEMMAHOVHA"  means  "EMMAN¬ 
UEL."  while  IC  and  XC  means  "JESUS 
CHRIST" 

The  reverse  side  has  a  jeweled 
cross  with  pellets  (dots)  at  each  end  in 
the  angles.  In  the  corners  are  the 
letters:  IC.  XC.  NI  and  KA  which 
translates  to  "MAY  JESUS  CHRIST

CONQUER."  These  types  of  coins 
were  amongst  the  earliest  coins  to 
depict  Christ.  The  coins  circulated 
about  the  time  of  the  First  Crusade. 
The  religious  theme  indicates  the 
religious  feelings  of  the  times. 

Gold  stamenon  nomisma  (a  thin, 
sometimes  scyphate  coin)  is  a  fairly 
rare  coin  listed  at  $540  and  up  in  very 
fine  condition  (1974  prices).  Re¬ 
member.  debasement  of  Byzantine 
gold  coinage  began  during  this  reign 

Bronze  coins  of  Michael  IV  were  all 
of  the  anonymous  type.  The  Follis 
ranges  from  $15  in  fine  to  several 
hundred  in  the  higher  grades.  Dr. 
Rynearson  lists  a  large  bronze. 
Christ/legend  as  an  R-4  (scarce  with  a 
$15  value)  as  of  1971.  He  also  lists  a 
gold  nomisma,  emperor/bust  of 
Christ,  as  very  scarce.

COLOBIUM  —  Sleeveless  or  short- 
sleeved  tunic  used  as  an  eccles¬ 
iastical  vestment:  a  similar  garment 
worn  as  a  Coronation  robe. 

EPARCH  —  A  Prefect  governor  or 
administrator:  the  most  important 
civil  official  in  Constantinople  after 
the  emperor  himself 

NIMBUS  CRUCIGER  —  Halo  with 
cross. 

PALLIUM  —  Rectangular  woolen 
wrap.

In  September  we  discussed  the 
equipment  needed  to  photograph 
coins.  This  month  we  will  look  at  the 
set-up  required,  and  will  again  look  at 
the  least  expensive  way  to  get  quality 
results. 

So  now  you  have  your  camera,  and 
you  have  chosen  the  type  of  lens  you 
will  use.  You  are  now  ready  to  take 
some  pictures. 

The  first  thing  needed,  is  naturally, 
film.  A  slow  (low  ASA  rating)  film  is 
the  most  desirable,  as  it  produces  the 
sharpest,  least  grainy  results, 
something  crucial  to  close-up 
photography. 

Black  and  White  is  the  best  way  to 
get  started,  as  there  are  fewer 
problems  than  with  color.  With  black 
and  white  film  there  are  no  color 
temperature  problems  which  might 
make  a  silver  coin  turn  out  gold  in  the 
print.  More  about  that  next  month. 

For  black  and  white,  the  ideal 
Kodak  film  is  Pantomatic-X,  which 
has  an  ASA  rating  of  32.  It  is  readily 
available,  and  widely  used.  If. 
however,  you  can't  find  Panatomic-X. 
Plus-X  can  be  used.  Although  Plus-X 
has  a  higher  ASA  speed  of  125  it  will 
still  give  good  results,  and  is  generally 
available  everywhere. 

For  color  prints  1  find  that  Kodak 
Vericolor  II  to  be  the  best  for  very  true 
and  clear  colors.  It  is.  however,  a 
professional  film,  so  although  it  is 
readily  available  in  camera  stores  it  is 
not  always  found  at  the  drug  store,  or 
corner  store  It  also  should  be 
refrigerated  [trior  to  use  (this  is  why  it 


is  known  as  a  professional  film  -  it 
requires  refrigeration,  where  other 
films  do  not).  Vericolor  has  an  ASA  of 
125.  Where  Vericolor  is  not  available. 
Kodacolor  is  a  good  substitution. 

For  color  slides  Kodaks  Koda- 
chrotne  with  an  ASA  of  64  is  a  good 
bet.  Ektachrome  is  a  good  Tungsten 
color  slide  film.  More  about  Tungsten 
and  Daylight  film  in  next  month's 
article. 

Now  your  camera  is  loaded,  and 
you  are  ready  to  shoot.  Ideally  you 
will  want  to  set  up  your  camera  in 
such  a  way  that  the  camera  will  be  in  a 
position  to  look  down,  directly  to  the 
coin.  This  can  be  accomplished  in 
several  ways.  One  way  is  to  use  a  copy 
stand.  This  the  same  thing  which  is 
used  in  a  darkroom  allowing  the 
enlarger  to  project  the  image  onto  the 
paper  directly  below.  Another  way  is 
to  use  a  tripod  which  allows  the 
camera  to  be  positioned  so  that  it  is 
looking  directly  down,  to  where  the 
coin  is  placed. 

The  next  requirement  is  lighting 
Here  again  the  lighting  need  not  be 
elaborate.  A  very  good  lighting  set  up 
is  two  studio  lights  -  available  at  any 
camera  store.  These  are  light  fixtures 
which  have  a  reflector  attached  and 
clamps  to  allow  them  to  be  positioned 
any  way  you  desire.  Photoflood  bulbs 
are  then  used.  An  inexpensive  way 
around  this  for  black  and  white 
photos  is  to  use  two  regular  100  watt 
bulbs  in  lights  without  shades.  You 
will  have  nowhere  near  the  control 
over  the  light,  but  will  give

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TIM'S  KOIN  KORNER

Foreign  coin  collectors  develop  an 
interest  in  many  subjects  as  a  result  of 
the  images  on  the  coins.  Many  coins 
depict  animals,  birds,  fish,  horses, 
dogs.  cats.  etc.  Coins  of  Liberia  fea¬ 
ture  an  elephant,  that  little  animal 
that  lives  50  to  70  years,  weighs  4,000 
to  10.000  pounds,  has  240-pound 
babies,  eats  several  hundred  pounds 
of  vegetation  and  drinks  30  to  50 
gallons  of  water  daily. 

FJephants  were  domesticated  in 
India  as  far  back  as  2000  B.C.  It  first 
appeared  on  a  coin  in  326  B.C..  with 
Alexander  the  Great  trying  on  horse¬ 
back  to  spear  King  Porus  of  the 
Punjab  riding  an  elephant. 

An  important  use  of  the  elephant 
was  in  warfare.  Hannibal  marched  his 
troops  to  Italy  with  37  elephants.  The 
Italians  were  terrorized  because  they 
had  never  seen  an  elephant  before 

Remember  the  story  of  the  elephant 
that  fell  off  a  cliff?  The  ruler  (I  forgot 
who  it  was)  was  so  enchanted  by  the 
elephant's  scream  that  he  had  others 
pushed  off  one  at  a  time  so  he  could 
listen  to  them. 

Tunisia  issued  a  1969  silver  coin 
honoring  Hannibal.  It  shows  Hannibal 
pointing  to  his  right  with  elephants  to 
his  left,  and  foot  soldiers  in  the 
background.  It  was  issued  only  in 
proofs  and  catalogs  for  $25.  Caesar 
issued  a  coin  48-49  B.C  with  an 
elephant  trampling  a  snake,  which 
was  symbolic  of  Rome  trampling  Gaul 

After  firearms  were  invented,  ele¬ 
phants  could  no  longer  be  used  in 
battle.  Gunfire  caused  them  to  panic 
and  stampede  over  their  own  troops 


Many  Thailand  (Siam)  coins  depict 
elephants.  In  fact,  the  Thai  emblem  is 
an  elephant.  The  coat  of  arms  has  a  3- 
headed  elephant,  one  head  facing 
left,  one  in  the  center  and  one  facing 
right. 

Other  countries  that  have  depicted 
elephants  are  Laos.  Sri  Lanka.  (Cey¬ 
lon).  Israel.  Zaire  (Belgian  Congo),  and 
probably  others.  Elephants  on  paper 
notes  could  be  the  subject  of  another 
study.  In  a  check  of  the  above  coun¬ 
tries  in  the  World  Paper  Money  book, 
the  only  elephant  1  could  find  were 
five  different  notes  from  100  to  10,000 
francs  issued  1942-44  by  Zaire.  I'm 
sure  there  must  be  many  more.  (Re¬ 
printed  from  Antique- Flea  Market 
News.)

Bob  Bills  of  Pontotoc  proposed  that 
TNA  expand  its  educational  program 
to  include  giving  opinions  as  to  the 
authenticity  (not  grade  or  value)  of 
coins  which  would  encourage  col¬ 
lectors  to  use  the  ANACS  service.

satisfactory  results  where  budget  is  a 
factor. 

There  are  many  lighting  set  ups 
which  can  be  used.  One  simple  way 
which  gives  good  results  is  to  place 
two  lights  directly  across  from  each 
other  with  the  coin  in  the  center.  The 
lights  are  then  placed  at  about  3 
o'clock  and  9  o'clock  in  relation  to  the 
coin.  This  gives  a  good  even  flow  of 
light,  giving  depth  to  the  coin.  You 
can  then  adjust  the  lights  so  as  to 
aviod  any  strong  shadows,  glare,  or 
other  distractions.  Look  through  the 
viewfinder  and  experiment  until  you 
get  the  desired  result  or  effect. 

Now  you  have  an  idea  about 
lighting,  your  camera  is  ready, 
pointing  down  on  the  coin.  One  trick 
to  get  good  results  is  to  put  the  coin 
on  a  sheet  of  8 1  2"  by  1 1 "  pane  of  glass 
which  is  elevated  by  four  coin  tubes 
or  film  canisters.  You  can  then  put 
any  color  of  paper  you  want  for  a 
background,  or  a  white  sheet  of  paper 
for  black  and  white.  The  coin  will 
then  have  a  floating  appearance, 
giving  it  a  professional  look. 

Now  before  you  click  the  shutter, 
use  your  light  meter,  and  adjust  the 
settings  as  it  dictates.  One  final  tip  - 
try  to  use  an  aperature  between  f5.6 
and  f 1 1 .  These  tend  to  give  you  the 
best  definition.

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Royal  Mint  Issues  PNC 
Commemorating  20  Pence 

Britain's  Royal  Mint  has  issued  a 
Philatelic- Numismatic  Cover  (PNC)  to 
mark  the  first  day  issue  of  the  new  20 
Pence  coin  which  entered  the  United 
Kingdom's  circulating  currency  in 
June.  Struck  in  cupro- nickel  the 
hectagonal  coin  is  mounted  in  the 
bottom  left-hand  corner  of  the 
cachet,  set  within  its  own  "acrylic 
window."  In  the  top  right-hand 
corner,  the  envelope  bears  the  I  5 1/2 
pence  light  violet  postage  stamp  of 
Wales  and  Monmouth  with  the 
portrait  of  H.M.  Queen  Elizabeth  II, 
common  to  all  current  U.K.  definitive 
issues;  together  with  the  symbolic 
Welsh  Dragon  featured  in  its  top  left 
corner.  The  stamp  is  catalogued  as 
Scott  #  36  and  was  first  issued  on  Feb. 
24.  1982 

The  specially  designed  pictorial 
cancellation  stamp  dated  June  9. 
1982  used  by  the  British  post  office, 
bears  a  rendering  of  "Britannia 
Moneta."  a  unique  historical  design. 
The  figure  of  Britannia  has  been  long 
associated  with  British  coinage  since 
119  A.D.  when  she  first  appeared  on  a 
Roman  Imperial  coin  struck  during 
the  reign  of  Pladrian.  the  famous  wall 
builder.  Britannia  Moneta  (Britannia 
striking  coins)  first  appeared  on  a 
souvenir  medal  for  the  British  Empire 
Exhibition  in  1924.  The  design, 
created  by  Langford  Jones,  shows 
Britannia  striking  a  coin  by  the  old 
fashioned  "Hammer"  method.
